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Major Armes attempted to resist arrest, but 
finally requested a few minutes to prepare 
himself, and then accompanied the officers 
to the arsenal in an ambulance which had 
been provided. After his arrest Captain 
Armes said to a reporter: 

“I have no official knowledge of the rea- 
son for my arrest, though I might naturally 
presume that it was in consequence of a 
letter which I sent to General Schofield 
yesterday calling his attention to the fact 
that he has treated me for many years with 
ereat injustice. In 1869, when I was station- 
ed at Camp Supply, Ind!an Territory, I pre- 
ferred charges against G. W. Graham for 
stealng government horses. The command- 
ing officer of the post, Lieutenant Colonel 
A. D. Nelson, took sides with Graham. I 
preferred charges then against Nelson. 
Nelson appealed to Schofield, who was then 
in command of the department of Missouri, 
I was court mart‘aled on charges signed by 
Graham and finally dismissed from the ser- 
vice. 

“Congress investigated the charges 
against me and made a report favorable 
to my reinstatement. Schofield fought me 
bitterly at all times, and Secretary of War 
Belknap joined forces against me. I set- 
tled with Belknap by proving that he sold 
post-traderships. Belknap got out of the 
war department in disgrace. I was re- 
stored to the service in 1876 and was re- 
tired in 1883. In 1889 I pulled Governor 
Beaver's nose in the Riggs house because 
he grossly insulted me, and Schofield had 
me court martialled for that. I was sen- 
tenced to five years’ imprisonment in the 
city of Washington, within a fifty-mile 
limit. I served two years and the sentence 
was remitted. Of. course, I want to get 
out of this as quickly as possible and I 


will consult my lawyer as soon as I can.”

aro. Captain Armes’s case came before 
me and I gave it very careful considera- 
tion, but I could find nothing in. his record 
that would warrant my recommending the 
conferring of this distinction upon hin. 
Captain Armes pleaded so urgently that I 
acceded to the request and reconsidered 
the matter at great length. In fact, I did 
more for Captain Armes than I have ever 
done for any other officer, and have 
searched all over the country for evidence 
which would warrant me in making a fa- 
vorable recommendation. It was all with- 
out avail, however, and I have recommend- 
ed to the secretary of war that the brevet 
rank of lieutenant colonel which was de- 
sired by Captain Armes be not colferred 
upon him. 

“Captain Armes presented himself at the 
war department yesterday afternoon, just 
before 1 was leaving, and sent in his card. 
l sent out word that I did not care to 
see him. He tried to farce his way into 
the office past my messenger, and failiug 
in that he left a letter for me which was 
abusive and threatening. The letter 
was of such character, in fact, that it was 
absolutely necessary that discipline should 
be enforced. : 

“Unfortunately, it happened I was acting 
secretary of war yesterday. The comman4- 
ing general of the army has no authority 
over retired officers, and if Secretary La- 
mont had been here I should have simply 
sent the papers up to him for him to take 
such action as he might deem proper ind 
necessary. As it was, there was nothing 
for me to do but to take immediate ac- 
tion, and I ordered Captait: Armes’s ar- 
rest and coniinement in the guardhouse. 
As soon gs the secretary returns : shall 
turn the prisoner and the case over t@ 
him, and shall have nothing more to do 
with it.’’

Washington, September 27.—(Special.)— 

rumor has been abroad here 
for several days to the effect 
that President Cleveland would in 
his speech at the Atlanta exposition, on 
October 2ist, take occasion to deliver a 
“solemn utterance” against the third-term 
idea. : 

It is said that Secretary Hoke Smith is 

the authority for the report, but this can- 
not be confirmed. If the th'rd-term talk of 
Mr. Cleveland's friends is persisted in and 
the president does not put a stop to it by an 
emphatic declaration, it is probable that 
the democrats in the next congress will 
force action on a resolution s‘milar to that 
offered by ex-Congresman Springer four- 
teen years ago, when Grant’s friends were 
trying to secure a third nomination for 
him, 
‘It is understood that Perry Belmont’s 
anti-third term paragraph in his speech 
at the New York state democratic conven- 
tion was eliminated at the request of Sen- 
ator Hill, because the latter believed that 
Mr. Cleveland should be given ample op- 
portunity to disavow any third-term ambi- 
tion of which he may be possessed before 
democratic conventions should call a halt. 
But, unless Mr. Cleveland makes a d'‘s- 
avowal before congrg6ss meets, or at least 
in his message to congress December ]st, 
the Springer precedent will probably bs 
followed. * 

The adoption of such a resolution would 
be an authoritive expression of the repre- 
sentatives of the whole people, especially 
if it were done after full debate on the 
whole subject touching the lodg‘ng of ex- 
ecutive power too long in the hands of one 
man. It is agreed that the situation today 
is not to be examined solely in the light 
of the s:tuation in Washington’s day or in 
Jackson's day, or even in 1880. The power 
ot the chief executive is greater now than 
ever before, and the patronage at his dis- 
posal infinitefy greater. The president of 
the United States, as the@ant!-th'rd term 
democrats insist, has more power than any 
ruler in Europe, and this power for the 
public safety ought to be passed around. 


DAMAGES AGAINST SPAIN.

Suit Brought by Americans Who Were 
Badly Treated. 

Washington, September 27.—A $20,000 
claim for damages against Spain was filed 
with the state department yesterday on 
behalf of Gustav Richelieu, an American 
citizen. Richelieu and August Bolton, both 
of this country, were engaged in turtle fish- 
ing and left Port Au Prince, February &th 
last for Cape Haytien, with papers in reg- 
ular form, etc. Bad weather drove them to 
the Cuban coast and they finally put into 
the port of Santiago de Cuba, February 
27th. Here they were arrested and thrown 
into prison for sixty days and kept there 
without trial, charged with having brought 
one of he Maceo brothers to Cuba. The men 
appealed to Consul Hyatt, who, after many 
protests, finally secured their liberation 
April 25th. Both men deny having any- 
thing to do with the insurgents; said they 
brought no one to the island and would 
not have known Maceo had they seen him. 
Their ‘papers showed they were in legiti- 
mate trade, but despite all their represnta- 
tions, their vessel, a small sloop, was con- 
fiscated and they were enabled to reach 
the United States only through the aid 
of the United States consul. : 


LEAVING FOR THEIR HOMES. 


Delegates to the National Irish Con- 
gress Departing from Chicago. 


Chicago, September 27.—Most of the dele- 
gates to the national Ir‘'sh congress left 
for home last night. The New York, Mas- 
sachusetts and Pennsylvania delegates took 
their departure at 10 o’clock this mofrnine 
but President Lyman, of the national al- 
liance which was brought into existence 
yesterday, will remain over tomorrow for 
the purpose of consulting w’'th the members 
of the executive council concerning the is- 
sue of charters to local organizations and 
other matters relating to the preliminary 
work of the alliance. The delegates express 
themselves well satisfied at the outcome of 
the convention, and go so far as to 
predict that 5,000,000 Irish-Americans will 
be enrolled under the banner of the new 
movement before the advent of 1896. The 
appointment by President Lyman of Major 
John PF. Sutton, of New York, formerly 
of Nebraska, who was secretary of the old 
Irish National League for several years, as 
secretary of the Irish alliance is received 
with general approval. 

It is said this morning that the element 
of the race in this country that is antago- 
nistic to the new movement and its pro- 
moters, and which sounded its note of warn- 
ing tmmediately after the call for the recent 
convention had been issued,will issue an ad- 
dress ‘to the people of the United States 
repudiating the convention and its action, 
and declaring that it does not represent 
the true feeling of the Irish people on this 
continent, but has solely been promoted 
with an eye singly to the manipulation of 
the Irish vote of the approaching presiden- 
tial campaign.

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CORPORATIONS AND CHARTERS | 


Were the Questions Discussed by the 
South Carolina Convention. 

Columbia, 8S. C.,. September 27.—In the 
constitutional gonvention today the com- 
mittee on corporations reported an article 
covering that subject in nineteen sections, 
most of which are wholly novel in the 
organic law of this state, the old constitu- 
tion having touched very lightly upon the 
regulation of corporations. The first sec- 
tion defines corporations to be all associa- 
tions and joint stock companies, having 
powers and privileges not possessed by indi- 
viduals or partnerships, and excludes muni- 
cipal corporations. 

Successive sections show the following 
provisions of general interest: No railroad, 
express, telegraph or telephone company 
is allowed to make contracts relieving it 
from its common law liability. No charter 
shall be granted by special law except to 
institutions under the control of the state, 
but the legislature is required to provide 
for their organization under general laws, 
and all charters are to be subject to repeal. 
Every corporation doing business in the 
state shall maintain at least one public 
office in it for the transaction of bus‘ness, 
an exhibit of the holdings of stock, etc. 
All discrimination in charges or facilities 
for transportation and all charges of higher 
rates for short than for long distances are 
proh*bited. Any railroad may connect with, 
cross ‘or intersect any other railroad. No 
railroad or transportation company shall 
control or consolidate with parallel or com- 
peting lines, and juries are to decide the 
question whether Lines aré parallel or com- 
peting. The legislature is forbidden to 


grant any foreign association or corpora- | 


tion a license to build, Operate or lease 
railroad dines in South Carolina, but in case 
of interstate Mnes the owners must be in- 
corporated under the staté laws. 
eral or special law shall Be passed for the 
benefit of any foreign corp®ration operating 
a rafviroad in the state. The legislature is 
forbidden to grant any charter for banking 
purposes, but corporations or associations 
for such purposes may be formed under 
general laws. 

The report of the committee on muni- 
cipalities left it optional with the legisla- 
ture to license liquor sellimg or prohibit or 
continue the dispensary ®ystem. A mo- 
tion was made to amend by prohibiting 
the granting of licenses for the sale of 
liquor. There was a long @ebate upon this, 
the conservative member# and some re- 
formers declaring that the®e was a general 
understanding during the campaign that 
this question should be left open. At last 
Tillman said that he had pledged himself 
to leave it open and was committed, and 
while he did’ not want ever to see a saloon 
in South Carolina again, the dispensary 
might have to be abandoned for the Goth- 
enberg system, so it would be unwise to 
prohibit all licensing. In his motion the 
debate was adjourned until tomorrow to 
enable himself and others to prepare an 
amendment which would meet the diffi- 
culty.

COTTON BOOMS BUSINESS 


No One Can Tell Anything About the 
i Iron and Steel Market. 


LARGE CONTRACTS FOR FOREIGN USE 


The Gold Exports Cause Much Uneasi- 
ness in the Commercial World. 
Business Is Improving. 


New York, September 27.—R. G. Dun & 
Co., in their weekly review of trade, will 
Say tomorrow: 

“The full statement of about 2,800 com- 
mercial failures for the third quarter of 
1895 willebe published next week, and will 
show liabilities of about $30,000,000, of which 
about $11,000,000 have been of manufacturing 
and $17,600,000 of trading concerns. In the 
Same quarter of last year the failures were 
2,868, and the liabilities $29,411,196, of which 
$12,331,882 were of manufacturing and $15,- 
181,230 of trading concerns. 

“The week’s reports are highly encour- 
aging as to monetary matters, although ex- 
ports of gold still continue, and also as to 
the cotton manufacturer, but not as satis- 
factory regarding iron, woolen, leather or 
silk manufacturers. 

“The speculation in cotton has lifted the 
price to %c during the past week and 
quotations here are so much higher than 
at Liverpool that free exports cannot be 
expected. It seems no longer possible to 
hope for a good crop and Neill Bros. l.ave 
issued a circular predicting a yield of enly 
7,000,000 bales. The accotints of injury end 
loss grow more dismal each week and 
while they may be exaggerated, the sen- 
eral outlook is decidedly unfavorable. But 
for the extraordinary supplies carried over 
from last year, the manufacturer here and 
abroad would be in trouble. But prices of 
goods rise each week, adding to the profit 
of mills, which on both sides of the ocean 
can use for some time to come old cotton 
bought at low prices. It is not yet clear 
how far the consumption will support the 
manufacturer at the present rate and at 
present prices for goods, though the de- 
mand from dealers is naturally wrgent, 
while the market for the raw mate=2rial is 
cohstantly rising. There is still some 
chance of a strike in Fall River mills, 
though the rise in prices will make it 
easier for the mills to grant some ativan- 
tage in wages. 

“Nothing is clear about the fron and 
steel manufacture, but some of the largest 
Pittsburg concerns, professing to have or- 
ders for many months ahead, are bidding 
for'small contracts in eastern markets at 
$1 to $1.50 per ton less than the .-juoted 
rate. Some say that it is done to depress 
the market, and again it is thought that 
the object may be to buy materials, but 
contracts have been. made at the cast for 
250,000 tonsa of foreign ore to be used in 
Bessemer iron making at eastern fur- 
naces, and the termination of the Mar- 
quette strike sets free about half a million 
tons of Bessemer ore within the period of 
lake navigation. The strike of coke work- 
ers at Connellsville seems to have been 
avoided. The Iron Age reasons that noth- 
ing can explain the situation except some 
large movement in steel rails not vet 
made known. For the first week in many 
months the average of prices of iron and 
steel products shows no change wi.at- 
ever, though the demand for finished rro- 
ducts is distinctly reduced. 

‘she exports of gold, though not as 
large as they were some weeks ago) cnuse 
some disquiet in view of the disbaading of 
the bond syndicate. Money has gone to 
the interior rather largely and there is con- 
siderable increase in the volume of com- 
mercial loans. Failures for the week have 
been 216 in the United States against 235 
last year and fifty in Canada against fifty- 
five last year.’’ 

Bradstreet’s Review. 
Bradstreet’s tomorrow will say: 
“Striking features of the week are in- 

creased demand for money east and west, 
the maintenance of the widespread and 
active demand for iron and steel and the 
further upward movement of the price of 
raw cotton, together with advances in 
quotations for wheat flour, wheat and 
wool. Sudden changes in the weather af- 
fecting a wide expanse of territory have 
made general trade irregular, but reports 
from these sections unfavorably affected 
are in part offset by the stimulation of 
the money market at Boston, New York, 
demand for certain staples in other por- 
tions of the country. The improved de- 
mand for funds continues a feature of 
Chicago, St. Louis and at minor centers. 
Inquiry among bankers at cities referred 
to reveals a better demand from all classes 
of mercantile borrowers. 

‘Higher prices for foreign wools in Lon- 
don have compelled domestic manufactur- 
ers to pay more for raw material. At 
present quotations foreign wools in domes- 
tic markets can he sold abroad at a profit. 
Trade in light-weight woolens is unsatis- 
factory and owing to the high price and 
strength of cotton, caution is being exer- 
cised in buying cotton goods. The south 
is more bullish on cotton and the con- 
tinued evidence of a short crop appears 
to have at last compelled recognition 
abroad. 

“General business with the south has 
shown improvement at Memphis, Nash- 
ville, Atlanta and Birmingham, demand 
for funds is improving and all that appears 
needed is a freer movement of cotton. 
There were 9,299 mercantile failures in the 
United States during the past nine menths 
as reported to Bradstreet’s, only forty- 
eight more than in the like period of last 
year, which coincidence is paralleled by 
the total amounts of assets and iiabil‘ties 
of failing traders this year being sub- 
stantially the same as in the like reriod 
one year ago. The feature of the failure 
record for the nine months lies in the 
relatively large mumber reported in the 
first quarter of the year, since which the 
totdls have fallen off from week to week 
very sharply. Business failures in New 
England have decreased notably as com- 
pared with a year ago, while those at the 
south have increased about as much, 
There are more failures reported from 
western states this year than last, while 
in the northwest and on the Pacific ccast 
there are fewer.

‘DULL DAY AT DURRANT’S TRIAL 


The Defense Offers the Testimony of a 
Gas Fitter. 

San Francisco, September 27.—Today was 
the tamest session of the Durrant case, 
It was expected that th@Sdefense would 
continue in its efforts to show that Dur- 
rant was at the college on the afternoon 
of the murder, but instead it switched off 
to the technical matters conaected with 
the church. The consequence was a tame 


’ day of prosaic points about marks on the 


church tower door and the sunburners 
where Durrant alleges he was repairing an 
electrical vibrator.

His investigation showed that a 
person in the position Durrant alleges he 
was in fixing the apparatus connected with 
the sunburners might have been overcome 
by an escape of gas. The gas supply con- 
nected with the burners was turned on at 
a point seventy-five feet from the sun- 
burners and on the floor below them. Any 
one fixing the apparatus, if alone, as Dur- 
rant is alleged to have been, would, he 
said, have had to turn on the gas before 
ascending to the burners. This Durrant 
alMeges he did, but there is no evidence to 
show that he turned the gas off again. 
During the time Organist King was absent 
for the bromo seltzer, he says, he was 
lying down on a platform in the Sunday 
school room, and he did not turn the gas 
off after that, according to the statement 
of King. c< 

Robert W. T. Martland, an electrician, 
another witness who visited the scene of 
the sunburners in the interest of the de- 
fense, produced drawings of the sunburn- 
ers and a duplicate of the electrical vibra- 
tor used in one of them to light the gas.

The venture proving a disappoint- 
ment to its promoters, Mr. Kimber, acting 
as representative of the English stockhold- 
ers, came for the express purpose of turning 
the property over to the Standard Oil Com- 
pany for development as oil terrotory. 


Animals To Be Quarantined. 

Berlin, September 27.—The Reichsanzel- 
ger publishes a decree setting forth that 
after October Ist no cattle or hogs shall 
be imported into Germany from any coun- 
try without being quarantined. The length 
of time prescribed for the quarantining 
of animals from Denmark, Sweden and 
Norway is ten days, but the time for 
quarantining animals from all other coun- 
tries not wholly excluded from exporting 
to Germany will be four weeks.

Washington, Sentember 27.—The treasury ae 
gold reserve has been reduced to $92,702,677, 
at which figure it stood when the treasury — 
closed its doors today. These figures were 
reached tuday by 2 withdrawal at New, 
York for export of $1,500,000. _ 

Since the present export gold movement 
began on July 13th, last, there have been 
withdrawn from the United States treasury 
$32,450,000 in gold, all of which with the 
exception of less than a million has been 
sent to Europe. The total gold exported 
exceeds this figure as some gold, especialiy 
the gold bullion exported, was furnished 
by the,banks of New York. Duariiz the 
same period gold was furnished by tne tyn- 
dicate and by the New York national banks 
and others to the amount of $15,5.4,00). 

The figures to which the treasury gold 
reserve has .now been reduced by in- 
cessant exports are lower than since Apri 
20th, last, on which date they are stated 
at $91,247,144. Under the syndicate agree-. 
ment gold was then being patd into the 
treasury and from that date the reserve in- | 
creased up to June 29th, when i: atta:ned 
its maximum height this year, +tanCing 
at $107,512,362. From that time tle gold 
reserve has gradually declined until today’s 
figures were reached. ‘Treasury cfi-ials 
decline to discuss the prospects of further 
gold shipments, as the situation is very 
much mixed. The present mov’mont cp- 
pears to consist chiefly of legitinite ex- 
ports with not much more than a tinge of 
speculative motives apparent. No wun- 
easiness and no anticipations of any em- 
ergency arising sufficient to make net¢s- 
sary another bond issue are entertained in 
well informed treasury circles. ' 

While no official information can be ob- 
tained on the subject, the beli#f is en‘«r4 
tained that the national banks of New 
York may come further to fhe relief of 
the treasury next week and str-ngthen 
the gold reserve by $10,000,000 or so. Guv- 
ernment officials are encouraged tc tes 
lieve that within a month the rumber of 
commercial bills that will be on the market :

STORMS IN MICHIGAN. 


Houses Lifted from Their Foundations. 


An Electrical Display. 

Detroit, Mich., September 27.—Reports re- 
ceived tenight from Kent, Montcalm and 
Muskegon counties tell of destructive wind 
and electric storms there last night. Wind 
blew down the Good Templars hall, three 
miles from Lakeview, entirely demolishing 
it. Some of the timbers were carried 
eighty rods. The new Moffett school was 
moved entirely from its foundation and 
carried several feet away and would have 
probably been wrecked had it not hit a 
large pine stump. Jay Vining’s residence 
was lifted from its foundation but no dam- 
age done further than the bruising of the 
family. The buildings were within eighty 
rods of each other. 

During an electric storm at Whitehall 
lightning struck the. barn of William Mor- 
ris, burning. it and. the house. . Nels Mikel- 
son’s large barn at Montague, containing 
four horses, grain and machinery valued 
at $5,000, was déstroyed. 

At Holland a thunder storm, accompanied 
by heavy rain and. wind, passed over the 
town, flooding the streets. The barn of 
Lubbert Hop, in New Holland, was struck 
by lightning, killing two horses. 

The house and barns of George Childs, 
near Greenwood, was blown to pieces by a 
cyclone. 

At Rockford a severe electrical storm 
swept over the town, Lightning struck the 
depot, setting it on fire. Several barns 
were unroofed in the vicinity and one with 
several men and horses were overturned. 
No one was injured.

Corbett's coming next week has begun to 
be the sole topic of talk among those who 
are given to sports in Atlanta. 

And the indications now are that when 
the champion reaches the city he will be 
grected by one of the largest and most en- 
thusiastic crowds that has gathered around 
the union depot since the night Corhett 
passed through on his way to New Orleans 
for his turn with Sullivan, the greatest of 
them all. 

Corbett was one of the most popular prize 
fighters the soutn nad ever seen when he 
went to the Crescent City for his hght 
with Sullivan and in Atlanta there were 
many who were anxious to see him win 
the fight. But there were many too who 


ator of them all, and while they were anx-~ 
ious to see Corbett defeated they turned out 
tu see him, just for the purpose of looking 
at the man who had the nerve to meet 
Sullivan. 

Since the match between Corbett and 
Fitzsimmons was made there has been a 
great deal of interest among the Atlantians 
who are fond of the ring, and every turn 
has been watched with the greatest in- 
terest. Now that Fitz has passed through 
the city on his way to the battle ground 
and will be hard at work by Monday pre- 
paring for the fight, the interest has all 
furned upon Corbett and his coming. it is 
more than probable that the reception he 
will have when he reaches the city and 
the attention which will be paid him while 
he is here will be greater than that he re- 
ceived when he was first here. Some of 
the local sports are now busy arranging an 
entertainment for Corbett while he is in 
the city and a letter has been sent to 
Brady, his manager, asking that the cham- 
pion accept the invitation which will be 
tendered him by a committee when he 
reaches the city. 

Corbett has not been dving as much work 
as Fitz to put him in condition for the fight, 
but those who bave seen him say that he 
will not need half the training the black- 
smith will need to make him a fit worker 
for the victory he wants and the last one 
he will ever attempt to secure. He is yet 
complaining of that leg he hurt while rid- 
ing the wheel, from which he was thrown, 
and gives that as an excuse for not train- 
ing any more than he has. But it is 
thought that when Corbett gets ready for 
work he will not find that knee in the 
way ifm he least, but that he will be ready 
to use the limb and the joint as cleverly as 
ever before.

EXPECTED HERE TOMORROW 


Will Be Richly Entertained While He 
2 Is in the City. 


HE ENTERTAINED THE EXPOSITION COMMITTEE 


Something of the Personality of San 
Luis Potosi’s Governor, Who Will 
Spend Several Days Here. 


General Carios Gutierrez, governor of the 
state of San Luis Potosi, Mexico, is ex- 
pected to reach Atlanta tomorrow about 
noon. He is accompanied by his staff of 
officers and aids: 

The object of General Gutierrez’s visit to 
Atlanta is to see the exposition and the 
people of the United States. lie is re- 
garded in Mexico by the American people 
as one of their best and most sympathetic

A telegraphic dispatch -was received by 
The Constitution yesterday from Lare- 
do, Tex., stating that the governor and his 
party left home—San Luis Potosi—on the 
%th instant via Eagle Pass and crossed 
the frontier last night. Should no accident 
befall the party to delay them they will 
reach New Orleans tonight and Atlanta 
s0me time tomorrow. 

The personnel of the party is not known, 
since the exposition people have not been 
apprised of it. It is very probable, how- 
ever, that Mrs. Guiterrez is with her dis- 
tinguished husband. 

When the exposition committee, composed 
of distinguished Atlantians, visited Mexico 
to extend in person an invitation to Fresi- 
dent Diaz, of the Mexican republic, to 
attend the exposition, they received from 
the American colony in San Luis Potosi a 
telegram, joined in by General Guiterrez, 
urging them to come to that state on their 
return to this government. The committce 
decided to accept the cordial invitation 
and did accept. Leaving Mexico City, they 
went over to San Luis Potosi. On their 
arrival they were met by the American 
colony and the distinguished chief execu- 
tive of that prosperous state. At the invi- 
tation of the governor the committee was 
taken to the plaza, where a band of a 
hundred pieces greeted them with ‘Hail 
Columbia.” A special concert was then 
carried out for the pleasure and entertain- 
ment of the visiting Americans. This over, 
they were royally entertained with a din- 
ner, when many warm and cordial speeches 
were exchanged, showing the close bond of 
fellowship existing between the two gov- 
ernments. Then the visitors were taken to 
the theater, which had just been complet- 
ed at a cost of two million dollars. Here 
they occupied boxes with the governor and 
his staff as special guests. The few hours 
the party remained there were crowded 
with rounds of pleasure. When they: left 
Governor Gutierrez assured them that he 
would attend the exposition. He is coming 
and will be a @2cial guest of the exposi- 
tion. That his stay here will be all that 
is commensurate with his position and dis- 
tinction is unquestioned. He will be meg 
at the depot by this committee and from 
then uptil his departure every attention 
and entertainment will be lavishly bestow- 
ed upon him and his party. 

General Carlos Gutierrez’ is a man of 
especial distinction in Mexico. He is a 
warm and intimate friend of President 
Diaz, hence they are thrown together very 
frequently. Because of his broad policy in 
governmental affairs, his patriotic devotion 
to principle, devotion to his people and 
consideration for all foreign subjects, Gen- 
eral Guticrrez is universaily liked and well 
known all over Mexico. He is described 
as a man of swarthy complexion with an 
exceptionally strong face. A well groom- 
ed black mustache and goatee enhance his 
distinguished appearance. On his weil poised 
head is a wealth of coal black hair. 
Though he is fifty-two years old his looks 
would not indicate that he is over forty- 
five. He possesses that soldierly bearing 
which characterizes a military general of 
distinction. In other words, he is a man 
whom a stranger would stop to inquire 
about. With his wealth and social posi- 
tion he combines the necessary attributes 
of innate polish and refinement, culture and 
literary attainments. He speaks several 
languages with fluency and purity, not the 
least of which is the English. 

He was elected governor of San“ Luis 
Potosi 
since. This in itself is an evidence of his 
popularity and esteem among his 
constituents. He will hold the office as 
long as he desires. The qualifications nec- 
essary are good behavior, patriotism and 
consideration of his constituency. These 
he possesses in marked degrees. 

As to his military career, that is one of 
which any soldier could feel proud. 
It is said of him by his people 
that he is. a ‘lamb among iadies 
but a tiger on the field of battle.” His 
office of brigadier general was earned by 
gallantry and bravery in actual service 
during the French invasion of Mexico, 
some thirty years ago. He was just thirty. 
Graduating from the Chepultepec academy, 
the Mexican’s West point, with honers, he 
commenced the military career which has 
brought him to such distinction and which 
illustrates his bravery. 

Here is an episode: During the French 
invasion 10,000 French soldiers attacked 1,000 
Mexicans led by General Gutierrez. The 
fight was desperate and to the death for 
several hours, until the French horde were 
captured together with $5,000,000. It was at 
a critical time, when the Mexicans began to 
despair, because of the low ebb in govern- 
ment affairs and finances. It was a great 
victory and was the turning point of the 
Mexican government. 

General Gutierrez was instrumental in 
locating the largest silver smelter in the 
world in his state, He is alive to the in- 
dustrial world, being the prime 
mover in the bringing of prosperous indus- 
tries to his state. His affairs in this di- 
rection have been phenomenally success- 
ful.

Mr. Boone Is 
Great Shapefor the Races—Horses 
and Jock@s Arriving in Macon. 


Macon, Gf.. September 27.—(Spercial.)— 
The total véting population of Bibb coun- 
ty is betwegn nine and ten thousand. More 
than half Sf this number are disqualified 
because the non payment of the poll 
tax. Acgording to the report of Tax Col- 
lector JOnes, for the year 18S, submitted 
today fo the county commissioners, the 
insolvent poll taxes amount to $5,810. This 
mecngs thcre are 5,819 persons in Bibb who 
cannbt vote because they have not paid 
the pol) tax of $1. This is certainly a 
remarkevle and very bad showing. There 
is no way of enforcing the collection of 
this tax. The commissioners met this 
morning for the purpose of passing on the 
insolvent tax lists of the tax collector for 
1894. The insclvent taxes for stute and 
courgy amount to only $1,562.€2, out of a 
total tax of about $175,000. This shows 
that the tax coijlector has been diligent in 
the collection of the taxes and has collect- 
ed up very close. Of the $1,552.62, the 
state's proportion is $650.35. Some of this 


insolvent tax, though, will vet be collected. 


The taxes for 189 are being paid very 
well, but many property owners will wait 
until the very last hour before paying. 
They have until December 20th. 

High Prices at Macon. 

Cotton is booming in Macon today. The 
market opened this morning at 8% cents 
with free sales, and the price then went to 
8% cents. On the 27th day of September, 
1844. middling cotton sold in this market 
at 5 11-16 or neariy $15 a bale less than 
last year.

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Populists Discomfited in Their Protests 


Against the Registry List. 
JOHN WHITE IS BADLY USED UP 


An Enthusiastic Rally of Democrats 
Held in Augusta—Major Black 
and Others Make Speeches. 


Augusta, Ga., September 7 .—(Special.j— 
This has been a field day for democracy in 
Richmond county. The work of the regi- 
etrars in hearing objections to the registry 
list, which closed today, from now till 
election day will be devoted to prepar.ng 
the certified list of voters. a 

The hearing of protests to the registry 
list ended in the complete discomfiture of 
the objectors. Where they testified that no 
such parties existed they were confronted 
by the parties themselves and were forced 
to retract. In some cases it was shown 
that no such parties were on the registry 
list as they had ‘n their lists of objections 
and the leaders were forced to admit tnat 
they were acting from hearsay testimony 
and did not know of their own knowledge 
the accuracy of the protests they had 
filed. In.one case it was shown that a 
negro had been offered pay to testify before 
the registrars that he knew a number of 
young negroes who had registered were not 
of age. 

One difficulty grew out of the investiga- 
tion. Mr. Bryan Lawrence, who runs a 
farm below the city, had a number of his 


' megro hands summoned beforee the regi- 


strars to prove they were properly register- 
ed, and Mr. Lawrence was pretty thorough- 
ly disgusted with the trifling testimony 
that was submitted by the populists and 
his hands were losing from the 
farm, where they were busy cutting hay. 

“There has been some pretty tough 
swearing here today,’’ and just as he said 
it a man named John White passed by who 
had just left the witness stand. 

“What is that you say?” he demanded of 
Mr. Lawrence, and the latter repeated what 
he had said. 

“You are a liar,’’ White retorted. 

He had no sooner uttered the words than 


Brvan Lawrenee smashed him in the face 


and continued to pummel him until he 
cried for quarter and others interfered. 

Tonight the discomfiture of the chal- 
lengers and the vindication of the registry 
list was followed up by a democratic rally 
at the cpera house. Mr. Fleming duB‘gnon, 
of Savannah, who was advertised as ora- 
tor of the occasion, was detained by sick- 
ness, but there Was a rousing and enthusi- 
astic meeting. The speeches were aggres- 
sive and earnest. Major Black shelled the 
woods and did not mince words, and all of 
the speakers were in the same train. The 
democrats are confident of victory and to- 
night’s meeting has served to arouse en- 
thusiasm and bring democrats up shoulder 
to shoulder. Mr. Boykin Wright exposed 
the fraud that has been discovered by the 
registrars in the populist counties and 
ridiculed their alleged interest in pure elec- 
tions. The speakers were all frequently 
interrupted by prelonged applause and 
the audience was full of enthusiasm and 
determination.

Judge Lumpkin Charged the Graham-

Graham, who balieved that she was enti- 
tled tu an equitable share in the estate, 

It seems that there had been an estrange- 
ment between Judge Cunningham and his 
eldest daughter by reason of her marriage 
against his will. For several years ihe 
eldest daughter and the remainder of the 
family did not speak to each other. Less 
and less cordial their relations grew every 
day. When the will of Judge Cunningham 
was filed his oldest daughter appeared as 
caveator. Judge Calhoun, ordinary, de- 
cided that the will was valid and an appeal 
was had, the case going to the superior 
court, where it has been on trial as already 
told. 

Judge Hillyer and Hooper Alexander 
made arguments for the propounders of 
the will and R. J. Jordan spoke for the 
eaveator. The speeches were all able ones 
and the law was handled thoroughly on 
both sides. It was not until after 9 o’clock 
that Judge Hillyer finished his speech enl 
Judyve Lumpkin ther charged the jury.

The Truth About the South. 

The New York World says of the 
admirable Atlanta letters written by its 
special correspondent, Mr. James Creel- 
man: 

The reports of the Atlanta exposition sent 


The World by Mr. James Creelman are cal- 
culated to surprise those who look upon 


whose principal industry is the handling of 
deadly weapons. 

It is strange that such impressions should 
persist. In spite of the lapse and changes 


the people thought the democratic party 
stood in 1892. The men at the head of 
affairs refused to carry out the terms 
of that emphatic declaration, but the 
people who placed them in power are 
still in favor of the opinions therein 
enunciated. To catch their attention the 
party will have to be more emphatic 
than ever. It will have to flavor its 
declarations by the selection of a eandi- 
date who is known to be heartily in 
favor of each and every one of them. 
Otherwise it will be useless to nominate 
candidates in 1896. 
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The Last Cuban Rebellion. 

In 1868 the Cubans made an effort to 
secure their independence, ard their 
struggle lasted about ten years. They 
were not defeated, but were induced to 
yield by promises of reform, which the 


Spanish government has yeyer carried 
out, and this fact is the y cause 
of the present formidable r@Volution. 


In the last rebellion Cespedes started 
with a force of 147 men, and in two days 
he was at the head of an army of 4,000. 
In a month he had 12,000 men and had 
captured several important towns. 

In the first three years Spain sent 
100,000 soldiers to the island and eighty- 
two armed vessels, and yet the insur- 
gents were able to hold their own. At 
the end of three years the Spaniards had 
lost 68,000 men against 13,000 on the 
Cuban side in battle, but it should be 
stated that 43,000 Cubans were arrested, 
many of whom were shot and many of 
whom died in prison, The Spaniards 
murdered thousands without regard to 
age or sex. 

Mexico and the South American re- 
publics recognized the Cubans as bellig- 
erents, and in this country a Cuban 
league was organized with the governors 
of all the states except one as vice presi- 
dents. Among the atrocities committed 
by the Spaniards was the murder of 
twelve students who were charged with 
desecrating the grave of a Spanish 
writer. The Spaniards also captured 
the Virginius, which sailed under United 
States colors to aid the insurgents, and 
fifty-three of the crew and passengers 
were shot at Santiago, including the 
eommander, Captain Fry. Others would 
have been shot but for the thrent of the 
eaptain of a British gunboat to bombard 
the city. 

The present rebellion appears to be 
even more promising than the one in 
1868, and it is doubtful whether Spain 
can send a force strong enough to 
suppress it. 
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Draw the Line Somewhere. 
The New Orleans Picayune has the 


following: 

They are talking more or less about 
women as motorneers and conductors for 
the trolley cars in the northerh cities. 
There can be no doubt that so far as tiak- 
ing the fares are concerned women could 
do it quite as well as any man, and it is 
urged that there would be less beating of 
the companies in the way of knocking down 
fares. But there are many other things 
to be considered. Conductors have to pre- 
serve order on their cars as well as collect 
the fares, and they have all sorts of roughs 
and toughs to deal with. Then there is the 
necessity of remaining on their feet for 
long hours at a time, which physicians tell 
us no woman is capable of. Besides, in 
case of emergencies and dangers, there is a 
call for more nerve and self-possession than 
the average woman is possessed of. There 
are many fields where women may compete 
with men, even to an advantage, but the 
street car business is not one of them. 


The friends of the new woman mean 
well, but they are in danger of losing 
their heads. Every man with a grain of 
common sense knows that the street car 
business is not a good occupation for 
women. There is no use in going to ex- 
tremes in this matter. Hundreds of 
thousands, indeed millions, of women 
will find room as teachers, writers, book- 
keepers, clerks, notaries, doctors, seam- 
stresses, merchants, printers, ete., and 
it is not necessary to push them into 
occupations which can be better con- 
ducted by men. 

We are in favor of giving the new 
woman a wide field, but she does not 
need the entire field. A few rough cor- 
ners should be reserved for men. If 
women are to be street car conductors 
and motorneers, and sheriffs, like a 
woman out in Missouri, they might as 
well enlist in the army and navy. Let 
us draw the line somewhere. 
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Postmaster’s Day. . 

One of the biggest days in prospect 
during the Cotton States and Interna- 
tional exposition will be that devoted to 
the postmasters of the country. 

The suggestion for a day devoted to 
the postmasters came from Mr. William 
H. Miller, postmaster at Pell City. ‘Ala. 
His suggestion was that not only would 
such an occasion be made a pleasant 
one for all concerned, but that it would 
have a great influence in raising the 
esprit de corps among those who handle 
the mails. The gathering together of 
these men would spur them with a uni- 
formity of purpose and a rivalry in the 
performance of duties that could not 
fail to be of great benefit in improving 
the postal service. Especially would 
this be so should the postmaster general 
be there to receive them, and when 
prominent officials in the service could 
be present to suggest plans for the im- 
provement of the carrying and the de- 
livery of the public mails;

The new is devel- 
oping into a land of farms and factories. 
It is not dwelling on_its past, but is work- 
ing steadily to achieve its future—a future 
in which it expects to be a permanent fac- 


tor in the progress and prosperity of the 
whole country, 


Mr. Creelman and the other special 
correspondents at the exposition are do- 
ing good work in correcting misrepre- 
Sentations, exploding false ideas and 
turning a search-light upon the whole 
southern situation. 

The south for many years has been un- 
fortunate in the character of the views 
furnished the outside newspapers. 
Strangers have been promptly notified of 
anything that was to our disadvantag 
in the shape of lawlessness, unthrift and 
mistaken methods, but it is only recently 
that they have heard the story of our in- 
dustrial development, the building up 
of our section, the economy of the people 
and the spread of liberal ideas among 
the masses. The correspondents at the 
exposition are studying the conditions 
of the new south, and we have no doubt 
that they will very largely revolutionize 
outside opinion. As The World says,

A Purity Congress. 

Baltimore will have on the 14th, 15th 
and 16th of October the most unique 
congress of the year. It will be the an- 
nual meeting of the American Purity 
Alliance, and it will be addressed by 
such distinguished men and women as 
Mrs. Helen H. Gardner, Mrs. Alice C. 
Robinson, of Baltimore; Hon. Elbridge 
T. Gerry, Julia Ward Howe, Mary A. 
Livermore, Anthony Comstock, Frances 
E. Willard, Rey. A. H. Lewis, Mrs. J. 
H. Kellogg and Professor O. E. Janney. 

The object of the congress is to induce 
all the states to pass laws for the pro- 
tection of girls. What is wanted is a | 
law which will raise the age of consent | 
so that no girl under eighteen can con- 
sent to her own ruin. It is complained 
that some of the states are very lax in 
this matter. In three states girls may 
consent at the age of ten, and in Dela- 
ware at the age of seven. Four states 
now put the age at twelve vears, three 
at thirteen, twenty at fourteen, two at 
fifteen, twelve at sixteen, one at seven- 
teen and two at eighteen. 

The delegates will also advocate an 
equal standard of morality for both 
sexes. Of course the questions discussed 
will be of the most delicate nature, but 
these days there seems to be a growing 
tendency on the part of brainy men and 
women to bring such questions to the 
front and discuss them in public. 

It is to be hoped that the congress will 
accomplish much good. In fact, it may 
be said that it will require an abundant 
harvest of zogd results to counteract 
the evil of a public discussion of prac- 
tically forbidden subjects by a mixed 
assembly of both sexes. 
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Important if True. 

It is reported in New York that there 
are 500 cases of leprosy in the city, and 
there is naturally some excitement 
about it. 

The secretary of the board of health, 
however, has somewhat pacified the 
public with the statement that in our 
climate there is no real necessity for 
the isolation of a genuine case of leprasy. 
He says that the prejudice against lepers 
is largely due to the Bible instruction 
concerning their treatment. 

If this statement is true it will quiet 
the apprenensions of those who fear the 
introduction of leprosy by the immi- 
grants from the orient. But is it true?

EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


There is a strong sentiment in Mexico 
favoring Cuban annexation. A newspaper 
printed in the City of Mexico, apparently 
in a semi-official way, declares that Mex- 
ico “has need of Cuba.” It says that 
“every argument of race, tradition and lan- 
guage favors Cuba as a Mexican state 
rather than an American territory.”” With 
Cuba as an ocean outpost, Mexico could 
build up a great navy and become a for- 
midable power both on sea and land. This 
is the plea for Cuban annexation. 


The special correspondent of The New 
Orleans Picayune writes from Atlanta: “I 
believe that the opening day of the Atlanta 
exnosition will be considered a white 
stone erected along the line of the south’s 
mareh of progress; and that the inaugura- 
tion of the exposition is the beginning of a 
period of industrial activity, pbuilding, ad- 
vancement, investment and prosperity.

The South’s Exposition. 
From The New York Sun. 

Governor Morton is reported as express- 
ing himself amazed that a city like Atlanta 
has been able to carry through to success 
an enterprise of the magnitude and com- 
prehensiveness of the southern exposition, 
now commanding the admiration of every 
visitor. 

The growth of Atlanta itself into a city 
capable of conceiving and perfecting such 
an undertaking is amazing, but it is not so 
surprising as the enterprise which in the 
short period of twenty years only has de- 
veloped the industries and pushed forward 
the whole civilization of the south. The 
southern states came out of the eivil war 
with their social organization disturbed and 
almost disrupted, with the spirits of the 
people crushed, with poverty prevailing, 
and the system of industry confused. 

In the south everything had to be builded 
anew after the war. Its cotton crop, 
which had been toward five million bales 
in 1860; fell to a little more than two 
millions in 1866 and in 1867, and it was not 
until 1876 that it reached the quantity of the 
year before the war. During the ten years 
succeeding the restoration of peace its 
progress was repressed by political agen- 
cies and methods hardly less crushing to 
orderly enterprise than war itself had been; 
but as soon as these were removed, the 
south started up and marched forward with 
the energy and elasticity of a youthful peo- 
ple, fresh and buoyant. In 1891 and 1892 it 
raised cotton crops twice as great as the 
largest it had produced previous to the war. 
Its established industries generally grew 
with equal rapidity, and it introduced many 
new departments and varieties of produc- 
tion which were developed with astonishing 
results. For the first time in its history 
it began to discover or to get some concep- 
tion of the richness of its natural resources, 
and it went to work to utilize them with 
the tireless-energy of pioneers. 

One consequence is that today the most 
prosperous part of the union is the south. 
It has done sg well that it is dissatisfied be- 
cause it has not yet attained all the pros- 
perity it sees is in the future. It has the 
impatience of youth? 

A chief source of good fortune for the 
south is in its labor, from which both it 
and its critics expected so much evil. It 
has in the negroes a laboring population 
which has been removed from the operation 
of the causes which elsewhere have dis- 
turbed labor so seriously. The negroes like 
the south and the southern people. With 
comparatively few exceptions they have 
remained and increased in the southern 
states. Attempts to colonize them else- 
where have been unsuccessful. Almost uni- 
versally they prefer to stay where they are. 
They are by nature a contented people, 
docile and affectionate. They are entitled 
to a large share in the glory of the devel- 
opment of the south, and it was just that 
in this southern exposition at Atlanta and 
at its opening they should have the promi- 
nent place allotted to them.

SPECIAL MEETING OF THE EVAN-

Club Purchased Yesterday. 


THE PRICE PAID WAS $25,000 


A Club Composed of the Most Promi- 
nent Business Men of the City 
Has Been Organized. 


Atlanta will have a new social and driy- 
ing club. 

Its quarters will be those of the Piedmont 
Driving Club at the exposition grounds, 
which the new club will purchase. 

A largely attended meeting was held last 
night at the office of Mr. E. C. Peters by 
the promoters of this new organization. 
Mr. Joe Kingsbery was called to the chair 
to preside. Mr. J. K. Ottley was made sec- 
retary and temporary treasurer. The ob- 
ject of the meeting was to act in the mat- 
ter of purchasing the present quarters of 
the Piedmont Driving Club and to secure 
the amount of subscriptions necessary to 
that end. Mr. J. J. Spalding stated the 
object of the meeting. 

The following gentlemen were selected to 
close the negotiations, which nave been 
pending a short time for the purchase of 
the quarters: Clarence Knowles chairman, 
J. R. Mckeldin, Charles S. Kingsbery, R. J. 
Lowry, J. T. Glenn, J. C. Payne and J. J. 
Spalding. The committee will lose the 
trade for the property this morning as au- 
thorized by the meeting last night, then 
procure a charter and perfect all the nec- 
essary details for permanent organization. 

Sometime since, Messrs. J. R. McKeldin, 
R. J. Lowry and Cnarles S. Kingsbery, as 
trustees of the new proposed organization, 
secured an option on the Piedmont Driving 
Club property from the exposition compa- 
ny for purchase at $25,000. The property 
consists of a lot fronting 668 feet on Pied- 
mont avenue and running back 300 feet and 
a stone clubhouse, Recently the New York 
and Pennsylvania state buildings for the 
exposition were built. As soon as the ex- 
position closes, on January 1, 1896, these two 
buildings, valued at $25,000, possibly will go

The session yesterday morning was full 
of enthusiasm. Those present were greatly 
interested in the work that is being ac- 
complished by the brave ministers who 
have crossed the waters in the interest cf 
religion and civilization. The reports from 
the committees showed that many African 
towns and villages had béen visited since 
the last session of the convention and 
much good had been done. 

During the progress of the session of the 
morning the secretary announced that the 
exposition company had invited the con- 
vention to attend the exposition in a Ledy. 
The matter was about to be referred to a 
Committee when the invitation was dis- 
cussed. It was the sense of the meeting that 
the business was so great and us the time 
was limited and also in lieu o* tne fact 
that the three bodies were about to be con- 
solidated, it was wisest to decline the inyi- 
tation just at present and give their whole 
time to the work of the convention. The 
invitation was greatly appreciated, but for 
the present will not be accepted. It is 
probable that after the adjournment of the 
convention the members will visit the expo- 
sition in a hody. The meeting will adjourn 
Monday and the delegates will probably 
go out to the grounds on Tuesday. 

It was fully expected yesterday that the 
committee appointed Thursday would have 
a report of the consolidation of the three 
bodies ready by the afternoon. The com- 
mittee found their work to be very difficult 
to perform and it will require much longer 
time than was at first expected. A report 
may be reached this afternoon. In the 
report will be embodied the name of the 
new association and also the by-laws and 
regulations. 

Sunday afternoon the convention will 
visit the Spelman seminary and will hold 
the afternoon meeting in the large chapel 
of the college. The sermon at that hour 
will be preached by the Rev. Stokes, of 
Washington. 

Monday will be the last day of the con- 
vention, previded the business can be dis- 
charged, and evervthing wound up. It 
has been the purpose of the convention to 
establish a body that would be composed 
of the three orders that now exist in the 
denomination. This has been made the work 
of three years, but was not concluded until 
yesterday morning. Then a committee was 
appointed to arrange all details, which will 
report aS soon as everything is arranged. 

The work of the convention is enormous 
and -the territory represented by the dele- 
gates present in Atlanta is great.. When 
it is remembered that in every state and 
almost every county there is a missionary 
board, it wiil be. seen that the colored 
race is making rapid strides in preaching 
and teaching the gospel to the world. In 
the convention are to be found some of the 
brightest and best men of the race. The 
grand purpose of the body is to aid vivii- 
ization, which is based on religion and not 
especially morality. Higher education and 
religious training are the objects in view 
and in this work the race is sueceeding 
admirably. 


——The appointment of judges of a num- 
ber of county courts will be made by Gov- 
ernor Atkinson during the session of the 
legislature, which begins the latter part 
of October. He has in a general way been 
looking over the papers and indorsemenis 
of the different applicants, but will an- 
nounce no decision until the appointments 
are made. One of the liveliest fights of 
all is that over the Rome city jiidgeship. 
The present incumbent is Judge Harris, 
who was appointed to fill a short term. 
His opponent is Hon. W. S. McHenry, ane 
of Rome’s prominent lawyers, and the 
friends of both men are making a strong 
plea for their favorites. A committee con- 
sisting of Hon. W. J. Neel, ¢x-Senator 
Dean, Hon. Mose Wright, Messrs, Eu- 
banks, Lumpkin, Ewing and Hal Wright 
were before Governor Atkinson urging the 
appointment of Mr. McHenry. Both men 
have strong friends and the contest is one 
of those which is exciting considerable in- 
terest outside of Rome as well as in it.

CHIEF OF POLICE BALL COMING 
AFTER ISHAM. 


Isham Says That He Is Perfectly 
Willing To Go Back to Alabama 
and Be Tried. 


L. N. Ball, chief of police of Tuscaloosa, 
Ala., will probably arrive here today after 
Cannon Isham, the negro wife murderer 
locked up at police headquarters. tle tele- 
graphed yesterday that he would start on 
the first train. 

Isham was arrested two days ago for a 
crime committed in Tuscaloosa nine years 
ago. He is said to have murdered his wife 
in that place one night in April, 1856, and 
escaped, coming to Atlanta. He evaded 
arrest for several years and was at last 
discovered by accident. John Cardwell, a 
negro formerly of Tuscaloosa, who knew 
Isham there, accidentally met him on the 
street two Jays ago and pointed him out 
to the officers 

Isham is an old gray-haired negro and 
is well known in the city. He was for a 
number of years a trusted watchman for 
the Woodward Lumber Company and his 
arrest on the serious charge was a great 


surprise to all who Knew him here. Isham 
admits having lived in Tuscaloosa, but he 
says that he did not murder his wife. He 
claims that the woman vas killed by a 
jealous woman, with whom he had taken 
up. 

isham says that he is willing to go back 
to Alabama and stand trial on the charge 
against him. The woman confederate is 
said to be in the Alabama. penitentiary 
serving a life sentence. She attempted to 
escape from Tuscaloosa at the time of the 
crime, but was apprehended just as sie 
was leaving the city.

Given Especial Attention. 


TO BE HANDLED PROMPTLY

Convention of Superintendents of Rail- 
way Mail Service at Washington 
Transacted Much Business. 


The service that is furnished the south by 
the postoffice authorities is to be given 
more attention and it witl be enlarged upon 


and expanded. 

That is the information that was brought 
to Atlanta yesterday by Superintendent of 
Railway Mail Service L. M. Terrell. 

Mr. Terrell has been absent from his desk 
in the custom house for several days in at- 
tendance upon the convention of superin- 
tendents of railway mail service of the 
United States, 

The convention has just adjourned in 
Washington and Mr. ‘Yerrell redched 
the city yesterday morning. All the super- 
intendents of the several districis of the 
postal service were present, and some very 
important steps were taken that will add 
greatly to the effectiveness of the service in 
all sections of the country. 

“It was a deligntful meeting we had,’ 
said Superintendent Verrell yesterday, as 
he glanced over the letters that had accu- 
mulated during his absence, 

“We have eleven divisions and each divis- 
ion is presided over by a superintendent, Il 
am superintendent of the fourth division 
which embraces several southern states. 
Heretofore more attention has been given 
through mail than has been paid local 
packages. There was afforded better facili- 
ties for handling the mails than we could 
command for service in the local mails und 
on local trains. It has been the practice to 
hurry through pouches just as fast as they 
could be carried by the cars. For instance, 
we have the Air-Line Belle, that brings 
through mail from ‘Toccoa to At- 
lanta. The packages are closed and are not 
opened until the terminal, Atlanta, is reach- 
ed. Suppose a letter was put in the pouch 
at Toccoa addressed to Gainesville. The 
pouch containing the letter would be locked 
and brought right on to Atlanta. It would 
be ‘worked’ from this postoffice and re- 
turned to Gainesville on the noon train. 
Now, the idea that we have been striving 
at, is to have better local service. We don’t 
want the mails to be carried beyond its des- 
unation and then carried back, just be- 
cause we have not a local clerk on these 
trains. And this is just what we will have 
before very long. 

‘The superintendents of the service have 
long beea working to accomplish this end, 
and now success has crowned our efforts. 
The postmaster general is in touch with 
the movement, or ratner enlargement, and 
he stated that he would see that we would 
have our service greatly improved upon. 

“While at the convention I was telling of 
the postal car in operation at the exposi- 
tion. The service is wonderfuly correct and 
speedy, and there has not been a single 
kick against the system. We are working 
a great deal of mail and have all the facili- 
ties necessary. .The mail is worked direct 
from the cars to the trains leaving the city, 
consequently there is no delay, and the 
possibility of making errors is greatly les- 
sened. 

Those Souvenir Postal Cards. 

Those brightly lithographed souvenir pos- 
tal cards of the exposition are piling up on 
the desks at the postoffice. 

Several days ago, just after the cpening, 
about ten thousand cards found their way 
into the postottice. The cards carried only 
a l1-cent stamp, and it -was for this reason 
that the cards were not allowed to continue 
to their destination. 

Everyone who bought the cards put cn a 
little green l-cent stamp, thinking they 
would go fer that rate of postage. In this 
the senders were mistaken, for the cards 
come under the head of first-class mail 
matter, just the same as if they were seal- 
ed enveiopes. The cards continued to flow 
into the office, and now the pile has reached 
an enormous number. The entire lot will 
be sent to the dead letter office in a few 
days. In the meanwhile Postmaster Fox 
is anxitus the cards that are to be 
mailed in the future have a 2-cent stamp 
placed on them.

reason for this position is this: The favor- 
able prices now will serve to make the 
farmers plant more cotton next year and 
we will consequently have a crop niuch 
larger even than that of last season. The 
farmer has plenty of corn and :rost of 
them an abundance of meat, because this 
has been a year of plenty. These articles 
will run them for time to make the next 
crop possibly. I would like to see the Ssta- 
ple bring about 7% cents per pound regu- 
larly, then the farmers would not plant 
too extensively. 

‘4 think the crop for this year will run 
up to between seven and seven and a half 
million bales. That, I believe, is a conser- 
vative estimate of the figures.’’ 

Mr. Hector D. McLane’s Opinion. 

Mr. Hector D. Lane, commissioner of 
agriculture of Alabama,.also president of 
the American Cotton Growers’ Protective 
Association, was in the city yesterday and 
Was seen by a reporter. Mr. Lane, whose 
position if the association of cotton 
growers has taken him all over the cotton 
states, is thoroughly conversant with the 
conditions of the growing crop. 

“It is a fact that there is not as much 
acreage in cotton this season as that of 
last year,’’ said Mr. Lane to the reporter. 
“It is also a fact that the amount of com- 
mercial fertilizers used was less. These two 
things, together with the fact that the 
crops haye sustained no little damage from 
the weather and the worms and the like, 
have combined to send the pricé of cotton 
up materially. Last year we got only be- 
tween 4 and 5 cents for our cotton. Now 
we are getting over 8 cents per pound and 
it looks like the Staple will go up to 9 cents 
I believe it 
will bring more than 9 cents before Decem- 
ber. The crop is very short. The supply 
will be less than the demand. Reasoning 
from the law of supply and demand the 
conclusion is evident—higher prices. 

“JT estimate the whole crop at, between 
six and a half and seven million bales. It 
was first estimated at from eight to nine 
millions, but the unfavorable conditions 
have cut the crop very much. I saw yester- 
day that H,. M. Neill, the statistician at 
New Orleans representing Liverpool buy- 
ers, has come down from his high estimate. 
He at first placed the estimate at 9,000,000 
bales; now he. thinks the crop will not go 
much over 7,000,000. This is a great come 
down for him and is indicative of what the 
crop will be at the close of the year. He 
is an expert in estimating crops. 

“This season’s crop cost more labor to the 
farmers but less money than the one 
made last season. Last year was more 
propitious; this year the farmers have had 
bad weather to contend against. The crop 
has been made this season by enforced 
economy on the part of the farmers. 

“Cotton is opening very rapidly and, I 
think, all of it will be picked by the 
middie of October. 
market their cotton judiciously—not rush 
it to the market, but hold it until they 
can realize a reasonable price on it. My 
advice to them is to sell when they can get 
a‘ good profit. They hold the key to the 
situation now.’ The cost of producing cot- 
ton is about 7 cents.”

PLACED UNDER BOND 


John §. Smith Was Bound Over Yester- 
— day by Judge Foute. 


HIS BOND PLACED AT $500 


The Trial Lasted Several Hours and 
Many Witnesses Were Present 
and Testified. 


Yesterday afternoon, before Justice of 
the Peace Foute, John S. Smith, the money 
broker, was tried on a warrant charging 
him with larceny after trust. 

At the conclusion of the trial and after 
all the evidenzte had been heard, Judge 
Foute bound Smith over to appear before 
the criminal branch vf the city court. 

The bond was fixed at $500, which was 
given by Smith and ‘signed by W. D. 
Smith, a Decatur street grocer, and D. 
M. Smith, the father of the money lender. 

The warrant wpon which Smith was 
tried yesterday was issied from Judge 
Foute’s court Wednesday. Thursday morn- 
ing Smith was served with the papers, 
when he demanded an immediate hearing. 
The case was set for yesterday and he was 
released on his own recognizance. 

The case was called at 11 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. Moody & Brewster were 
represented by Rosser & Carter and R. G. 
Hartsfield and Smith had employed Mr. T. 
R. R. Cobb to represent him. A large num- 
ber of witnesses for each side was pres- 
ent. 

Mr. J. T. Moody, of the firm of Movudy 
& Brewster, was the first one placed on 
the witness stand by the prosecution. ifr. 
Moody told the story of the business re- 
lations that his firm had had with Smith. 
He said that it had been their practice 
to buy or rather discount notes which 
were brought them by Smith. Smith was 
a money lender himself, and it was cus- 
tomary with him to lend money in small 
amounts and then carry the notes to some 
firm of money lenders in the city and have 
them discounted, reloaning the money he 
had received from the second transaction. 
In this manner, said Mr. Mocdy, his tirm 
had received a large number of notes from 
Smith. Mr. Moody said that his firm 
would always give Smith the notes he had 
sold them and would take his trust receipt 
for them. These notes Smith would then 
collect and would make a statement of the 
notes collected. 

“On the ilith of last Mav,” said Mr. 
Moody, “‘we gave Smith about $800 worth 
of notes we had bought from him, and he 
was to qmilect the money on them and 
make a statement as soon as he could 
make returns. The nutes were out some 
time, and as Smith failed to come io our 
office we became alarmed. Inquiries were 
made and it was then ascertained that 
Smith had left town. The warrant for 
Smith’s arrest was then issued and the 
reward was offered for his capture. Some 
time after the departure of Smith, Mr. 
Moody stated, he was given an order on 
S. J. Hall, a party who rented an office 
with Smith, for some notes that had been 
left in Hall’s safe by Smith. These notes 
that were recovered made a balance of 
paper still in the possession of Smith to 
the amount of $436.50, which Mr. Moody 
says is still due his firm. 

Mr. Brewster, the senior member of the 
firm, corroborated the statements of his 
partner. 

Mr. Cobb stated in behalf of his client 
that Smith was being persectited more 
than prosecuted, and that even the judge 
at that time did not know whether the 
case on which he was sitting was under 
his, jurisdiction or not, as the place where 
the offense was committed had not been 
definitely settled. 

At this juncture the court adjourned 
for dinner, reconvening at 2:15 o’clock in 
the afternoon. 

Mr. Rosser, representing Moody & 
Brewster, spoke at length on the testimony 
that had been given and asked that Smith 
be bound over, as a clear case had peen 
made against him. Smith made a state- 
ment to the effect that he had not appro- 
priated a single dollar gf the money to his 
own use and was not guilty of the charges 
against him. 

Judge Foute recited the evidence and 
Stated that the facts in the case, he 
thought, justified him in binding the de- 
fendant over for his appearance to the 
criminal branch of the city court, and that 
he would place his bond at $500. The bond 
was promptly made and signed by Smith. 
The paper also bears the signature of -W. 
D. Smith and D. M. Smith as securities. 

A Weird Story of Adventure. 

It was said yesterday that Smith had told 
a weird story of a midnight assault, and 
that as a result of the meeting between 
himself and the daring highwaymen one 
was shot to death by him. and on account 
of this he was forced to flee the city. 

The story Simth is said to have told is 
one of the dime novel order and is thrilling 
in the extreme. He is reported as saying 
that he was met on Pryor street late one 
night—the night before leaving the city 
next day—and held up and rebbed by three 
deperate men. As he was passing through 
a dense shadow a man stpped out and told 
Smith to hold up his hands. Smith had at 
that time, so the story goes, $1,700 in cold 
cash in hiS inside pocket. Instead of hold- 
ing up his hands he quickly pulled his gun 
and fired two shots into the body of his 
assailant. The man fell at the fire, turned 
over, groaned and expired in short order. 
Smith started on towards: his home, when 
two men ran out and grabbed his pistol 
and brass knucks, and before he knew any- 
thing he was robbed. Smith was then told 
that he must hasten away or he would be 
ee, for murder. Smith left and only 

urned last week. 

Smith could not be seen last night after 
the reported story was out and the mid- 
night encounter could not be verified. 


Says It Is a Fake. 

When Mr. Moody was asked his opinion 
of the Story alieged to have been told by 
Smith he said that it was a fake of the 
deepest dye. 

“Of course there was no such occurrence 
Smith did not meet any one I am sure. 
Why, he announced to a friend in the city 
the day of the alleged tragedy that he was 
going to leave on the morrow. No, I do 
not believe the Story in the least. , It is 
simply absurd and without foundation.”

Two Gorgeous Displays at the Exposition 
This Evening. 


PROCESSION OF ALL NATIONS 


Midway’s Great Pageant To Be Fol- 
lowed by Pain’s Pyrotechnic Dis- 
play—Brilliant Illuminations. 


A day of fire! 

There will be glitter and sparkle and 
scintillation at the exposition this evening. 
There will be the gorgeous illumination of 
the procession of fire, the sudden flash of 
rockets, and the deep red fire of aerial 
displays, set off from balloons hundreds of 
feet in the air.

It will be a procession of fire with all 
the grotesque characteristics of the strange 
people congregated on Midway Heights, 
and wil! include Dahomeyans, Mexicans, 
with their gorgeous costumes, Arabs, Chi- 
nese to the number of 200, with a great 
dragon 160 feet long. The Chinamen will 
serve as feet for the dragon, carrying it 
along, but this will be so arranged as not 
to appear too plainly. The North American 
Indians with their war paint and feathers 
and uncouth howls will make a sensation, 
The beauty show has been assigned a 
prominent place in the -procession, along 
with the dancing girls, camels, donkeys 
and ostriches. Last, but not least, will come 
the spielers, those gentlemen of wonderful 
voca! attainment as noted for wit as street 
gamins, but several grades higher in the 
scale. All the bands connected with the 
Midway, including the uncouth tom-toms 
of the Dahomeyans and the shrieking tres 
of the Arab minstrels will furnish snusic 
for the occasion. 

The board of directors dignified this pro- 
cession with their approval, and a resolu- 
tion offered by Mr. Smith, provides for the 
admission of carriages to take part in the 
procession. 

After the sensation produced by this gor- 
geous pageant has subsided Pain’s fire- 
works will begin. The spectacle will be the 
famous storming of Wei-Hai-Wei, a battle 
which but a few months ago attracted the 
attention of the world. Mr. Pain has suc- 
ceeded in producing a thrilling and realistic 
effect by this bombardment.

Victor Herbert, who thrilled the country 
the other day with his combination of na- 
tional airs at the blue and gray exercises, 
has prepared a special programme for this 
oceasion, and will make it one of the chief 
delights of the dy.
